Mr*  Chairman,  Mrs.  Reade,  Gentlemen 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  I960. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  mid  I960  estimate  of 
the  population,  there  is  an  increase  of  1 0  from  the  previous 
corresponding  period.  A  more  accurate  estimate  of  the  population 
will  of  course,  be  obtained  when  the  results  of  the  1  961  Census 
are  made  available. 

The  number  of  births  show  a  decrease  of  1 1  compared  with  the 
previous  year  and  the  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  is  lower  than  the  average 
for  England  and  Wales*. 

All  the  rates  are  satisfactory  and  difficult  to  comment  upon 
as  we  are  dealing  with  such  small  numbers. 

An  epedemic  of  measles  at  the  end  of  the  year  accounted  for 
most  of  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases.. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  23.  Pour  cases  were  added  to  the  register  during  the  year, 
and  one  was  removed. 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops, 
factories,  housing  etc.,  is  compiled  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  to  whom  I  am  indebted.

Local  "birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population  • 

These  populations  are  estimated  "by  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no 
influence  on  the  "birth  rate.  These  latter,  do,  however, 
affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a  high  proportion  of  them  in  a 
population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to 
raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in 
different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or  standard¬ 
ization  of  such  a  factor  will  give  a  truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these 
lines.  Multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the 
comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be 
compared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar 
way  to  the  above*.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase 
or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison  by 
sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate 
area  comparability  factors  are-  adjusted'  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.-  Birth  rate 
area  comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account'  of  the 
presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for  the  mentally 
ill  or  mentally  deficient.

OPINION 

The  organic  quality  of  this  water  is  good  and  the  chemical 
analysis  A3  a  whole  shows  no  sign  of  pollution.  The  total  hardness 
of  the  water  approximates  to  29°  Clark,  of  which  about  three- 
quarters  is  temporary*-  The  free  carbonic  acid  content  is  rather 
high  and  this  water  might  be  found  to  have  some  slight  solvent 
action  on  metals,  particularly  when  new.  Apart  from  this  point, 
this  water  is  in  our  opinion  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  a 
public  supply. 


The  water  is  now  satisfactory  in  quantity  "but  there  was  a 
scarcity  during  the  summer  due  to  a  hurst  main  near  to  the  centre 
of  the  town  and  also  some  minor  leaks  in  various  other  parts. 

Mostly  the  Urban  District  is  served  with  a  piped  supply.  Six 
samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,
